93rd  Report 


In  this  Silver  Jubilee  year  of  The  Queen’s 
reign,  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
joins  with  the  rest  of  the  country  and  the  Com- 
monwealth in  an  expression  of  thanksgiving 
and  gratitude  for  Her  Majesty’s  tireless  efforts 
to  improve  the  circumstances  of  all  her  peoples; 
in  particular,  we  acknowledge  our  deep  indebted- 
ness to  her  for  the  first  twenty  five  years  of  her 
gracious  patronage  of  the  work  of  the  Institute 
and  for  her  unfailing  interest  in  the  well-being 
of  her  blind  subjects. 

The  pages  of  the  Report  which  follows  reflect 
some  of  the  advances  that  have  been  recorded 
in  the  services  to  blind  people  during  the  last 
quarter-century  and  in  the  role  performed  by 
RNIB  throughout  that  period  and  during 
the  year  which  ended  on  31st  March  1977. 
Major  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  facilities  that 
have  been  developed  to  enable  blind  men  and 
women  to  pursue  interesting  and  rewarding 
tasks  in  an  ever-widening  range  of  employment 
opportunities.  Remarkable  progress  has  been 
achieved  but  we  are  not  complacent,  and 
already  we  have  initiated  programmes  and 
studies  to  locate  new  vocational  openings 
through  which  the  self-reliance  of  blind  individ- 
uals may  be  broadened  and  their  desire  for 
self-support  satisfied. 

For  those  in  the  working  age  group,  the 
Institute's  services  for  rehabilitation,  training 
and  placement  in  employment  are  crucial,  yet 
blindness  must  be  borne  by  people  of  all  ages, 
and  so  this  Report  chronicles — although  in  less 
detail — some  of  the  other  activities  in  which  the 


Institute  has  been  engaged  during  the  course  of 
the  year.  Of  special  significance  is  the  further 
expansion  of  the  immensely  valuable  Education 
Advisory  Service  for  the  provision  of  help  and 
guidance  to  the  parents  of  blind  babies  and 
infants,  also  increased  facilities  for  the  education 
of  additionally  handicapped  blind  children,  new 
measures  for  greater  assistance  to  deaf-blind 
children  and  adults,  and  the  rapid  development 
of  opportunities  for  wider  participation  by 
blind  people  in  sporting  and  recreational 
activities. 

We  have  maintained  our  pressure  on  Govern- 
ment for  the  substantial  improvement  of  the 
financial  circumstances  of  all  registered  blind 
people.  In  company  with  the  National  League 
of  the  Blind  and  Disabled,  and  the  National 
Federation  of  the  Blind,  we  have  advocated  in 
the  strongest  terms  the  introduction  of  a general 
handicap  or  blindness  allowance.  As  an  altern- 
ative, we  have  urged  that  blind  people  should 
become  recipients  of  the  mobility  allowance, 
and  we  have  made  representations  for  a substan- 
ial  increase  in  the  Supplementary  Benefit 
blindness  allowance  to  combat  inflation  since 
this  allowance  was  introduced  in  1948.  So  far, 
our  efforts  have  been  unsuccessful,  but  we  are 
pursuing  these  objectives  vigorously  with  the 
help  of  our  parliamentary  representatives  to 
whom  we  extend  grateful  thanks  for  their 
endeavours  on  behalf  of  blind  people. 

Despite  the  continuing  economic  difficulties 
which  confront  the  country  and  all  charities  we 
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are  confident  of  our  ability  to  serve  Britain  s 
blind  population  effectively  and  this  confidence 
is  reflected  in  the  very  considerable  expenditure 
to  which  we  have  committed  ourselves  for  the 
construction,  or  purchase  and  adaptation,  ot 
buildings,  and  the  procurement  of  modern 
equipment  for  the  improvement  of  training 
programmes,  the  production  of  braille,  and  the 
provision  of  hostel  accommodation  for  blind 
people.  This  expenditure  can  be  regarded  as  an 
investment  in  the  fut-ure  on  behalf  of  all  visually 
handicapped  men,  women  and  children  through- 
out the  land. 


The  year  covered  by  this  Report  has  witnessed 
a number  of  notable  accomplishments,  which 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  the 
generous  support  of  loyal  friends  of  RN1B 
and  the  wise  counsel  that  has  been  offered  to  us 
by  the  members  of  our  Executive  Council  and 
committees — to  all  of  whom,  as  well  as  to  our 
Director-General,  Mr.  Eric  T.  Boulter,  and  to 
all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Institute,  I would 
like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion.

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The  Institute's  Finances 


In  this  report  you  will  find  references  to  the 
very  large  expenditure  which  the  Institute  is 
incurring  at  the  present  time.  During  the  coming 
year  we  expect  to  spend  more  than  fllmillion, 
of  which  approximately  £8million  will  be  devoted 
to  providing  and  expanding  our  welfare  services 
to  the  blind  community,  with  the  balance  of 
£3million  being  spent  on  capital  items  to  improve 
those  services. 

An  occasion  such  as  the  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee 
naturally  turns  our  minds  back  to  the  beginning 
of  her  reign.  For  every  £1  spent  in  1952,  £4 
would  now  be  required  to  purchase  the  equiva- 
lent amount  at  today’s  values,  which  starkly 
illustrates  the  impact  of  inflation  over  the  last 
25  years.  The  Institute’s  welfare  services  in  1952 
cost  just  over  £imillion.  In  1976/77  the  equiva- 
lent was  over  £6million. 

The  Institute’s  finances  are  under  considerable 
pressure  to  expand  at  the  necessary  speed  to 
keep  pace  with  this  rate  of  inflation,  and  in 
1977/78  we  shall  be  dipping  very  deeply  into  our 
reserves  to  enable  us  to  fund  these  large  capital 
outlays  and  at  the  same  time  to  maintain,  and 
even  to  improve,  the  level  of  our  welfare  services. 

However,  in  Silver  Jubilee  Year  we  should  not 
confine  ourselves  to  retrospection,  but  we  should 


also  be  looking  into  the  future,  with  a 
strengthened  resolve  to  provide  the  best  possible 
service  for  everyone  handicapped  by  blindness. 

Throughout  the  years  we  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  the  practical  support  and  encourage- 
ment we  have  received  from  many  generous 
friends.  We  also  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
help  we  receive  from  Government  sources, 
particularly  in  the  fields  of  education,  rehabilita- 
tion, and  braille  production  which  form  such 
important  parts  of  our  work  for  blind  people. 

One  of  our  major  sources  of  income  is  legacies, 
and  last  year  for  the  first  time,  as  a result  of 
the  most  generous  response  to  our  requests  for 
benefactors  to  remember  us  in  their  Wills,  our 
legacy  receipts  have  exceeded  £3million. 

These  two  factors  enable  us  to  face  with  quiet 
confidence  the  many  financial  difficulties  which 
inflation  places  upon  us  because  we  know  from 
past  experience  that  our  many  loyal  friends  will 
do  their  utmost  to  maintain  and  increase  their 
support  for  our  work. 

Without  such  friends  it  would  be  impossible 
to  implement  our  plans  for  the  future,  and 
therefore  to  all  who  have  supported  and  con- 
tinue to  assist  our  work  in  so  many  ways,  we 
extend  our  deepest  gratitude. 
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Working  Towards  Independence 


We  live  today  in  a world  which  is  constantly 
subjected  to  revolutionary  changes  brought 
about  mainly  as  a result  of  advanced  technol- 
ogical, scientific  and  medical  research. 

Adjusting  to  such  constant  changes  in  the 
environment,  is  a challenge  everybody  faces, 
but  for  visually  handicapped  people  it  is  an 
even  more  demanding  task. 

They  must  re-learn  and  adapt  many  of  their 
hitherto  acquired  techniques  to  meet  and  nego- 
tiate the  many  new  hazards  and  problems 
caused  by  their  blindness  and  those  which, 
ironically,  progress  introduces  into  our  daily 
lives. 

Whether  congenitally  or  adventitiously  blind 
the  challenge  to  them  is  one  of  competing  in  an 
essentially  visual  world,  whether  it  be  in  their 
domestic  or  employment  situations. 

One  looks  towards  the  rapid  strides  made  in 
technology  and  science,  to  provide  answers  to 
the  problems  which  such  advances  bring  in 
their  wake. 

The  function  of  aids  for  blind  people  must  be 
equated  to  the  surmounting  of  new  situations. 
Such  has  been  the  progress  in  this  area  that 
many  blind  people  are  succeeding  in  areas  of 
employment,  undreamt  of  twenty-five  years  ago. 

The  Significance  of  Research 

In  education,  rehabilitation  and  training,  the 
provision  of  aids  and  apparatus,  inspired  by 
the  discoveries  in  electronics  and  pure  research, 
have  contributed  in  great  measure  to  facilitate 
broadened  activity  in  the  lives  of  blind  people. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  ever  growing  wealth  of 
knowledge  resulting  from  pure  research  will  be 
accompanied  by  an  adequate  amount  of  effort 
in  the  field  of  applied  research  and  development, 
so  that  blind  people  will  benefit  in  direct  pro- 
portion to  that  effort. 

It  is  comforting  to  know  that  internationally 


co-ordinated  technical  research  is  already  func- 
tioning, as  evidenced  by  the  current  use  in  the 
United  Kingdom  of  such  valuable  devices 
as  the  Optacon  and  the  Audible  Calculator, 
to  mention  but  two  of  the  aids  which  have 
proved  of  inestimable  value  to  those  visually 
handicapped  people  who  are  employed  in  the 
computer  world. 

The  next  twenty-five  years  will  undoubtedly 
see  even  more  advances  hopefully  directed 
towards  the  greater  deployment  of  the  blind 
in  areas  of  work  previously  denied  to  them. 

Of  all  the  problems  created  by  the  onset  of 
blindness,  especially  in  middle  life,  that  of  the 
loss  of  vocational  independence  must  rank 
high.  A man,  who  throughout  his  sighted  life 
has  provided  for  his  family,  inevitably  has  qualms 
as  to  his  future  role  as  the  ‘bread-winner’. 

Restoring  Confidence 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  newly- 
blind  person  is  helped  to  realise  that  such  a 
handicap  does  not  signal  the  end  of  useful 
living.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  blind  person, 
and  the  experienced  staff  of  the  Institute’s 
Rehabilitation  Centres,  the  majority  of  newly- 
blind  people  will  soon  come  to  believe  that 
“a  new  way  of  life  starts  here”. 

Such  rehabilitation  services  are  a fundamental 
necessity  for  all  newly  blind  people,  not  only  at 
RNIB  Centres,  but  in  the  home  area  of  the 
blind  person. 

At  the  Institute’s  Industrial  Rehabilitation 
Centre  at  Manor  House,  Torquay,  the  empha- 
sis is  on  getting  the  blind  person  back  into 
employment — if  possible  into  a similar  field  of 
work  as  he  pursued  before  going  blind.  With  the 
adaptation  of  equipment  formerly  used  when 
he  was  a sighted  employee,  it  is  often  possible 
for  the  newly-blind  person  to  be  reinstated  in 
his  previous  work. 
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The  R.N.I.B.  Rehabilitation  Centre,  Manor  House,  Torquay,  provides  a newly  blind  person  with  a range 
of  training  experiences  to  assess  his,  or  her,  aptitude  in  relation  to  resuming  useful  employment  after 
completion  of  a course.  Mobility,  typing,  braille,  pottery,  woodwork  and  light  engineering  are  just  some 
of  the  subjects  blind  people  pursue  during  their  stay.  To  assess  the  usefulness  of  residua!  vision,  various 
tests  are  applied,  in  this  case  ( bottom  left)  by  asking  the  ‘client’  to  differentiate  between  varying  designs 
of  black  areas  on  white  squares. 
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In  oilier  cases,  assessment  is  made  lo  examine 
other  potentialities  for  which  the  person  could 
be  trained  or  immediately  employed. 

In  the  current  year  300  newly-blind  people 
have  been  admitted  to  Torquay  on  referral  from 
the  Employment  Service  Agency  (the  Govern- 
ment Body  responsible  for  blind  persons 
subsequent  employment  after  rehabilitation). 

For  others  including  those  who  are  over 
retirement  age,  but  wish  to  run  their  own  homes, 
and  acquire  daily  living  skills,  the  Institute 
operates  asocial  rehabilitation  centre  at  Clifton 
Spinney,  Nottingham,  and  the  Local  Authorities 
for  the  areas  in  which  the  blind  persons 
reside  are  responsible  for  recommending  such 
people  for  admission  to  the  Centre.  During  the 
past  year  96  blind  people  have  participated  in 
these  courses. 

The  emphasis  at  both  Centres  is  on  restoring 
confidence,  through  freedom  ol  movement, 
learning  new  skills  and  developing  new  tech- 
niques to  equip  the  newly-blind  to  live  a fuller 
and  richer  life,  geared  to  the  particular  circum- 
stances of  each  individual. 

In  its  rehabilitation  centres,  RNIB  caters 
for  two  critically  pressing  problems,  employment 
and  the  needs  of  the  elderly. 

When  unemployment  among  the  general 
population  is  running  at  a high  percentage,  then 
the  situation  is  even  more  difficult  than  usual 
for  those  blind  people  who  are  seeking  work. 

Employment  Opportunities 

During  the  last  war  the  Institute  established 
an  employment  service  for  blind  people  which, 
over  the  intervening  years,  has  placed  thousands 
of  visually  handicapped  people  in  secure 
occupations.  Equally  the  service  has  constantly 
explored  avenues  of  new  types  of  employment 
which  could  be  exploited  for  the  benefit  of 
blind  people. 

Ten  years  ago,  a trained  blind  man  became 
a computer  programmer,  achieving  a break- 
through which  has  resulted  in  the  employment 
today  of  more  than  120  blind  programmers, 
project  leaders  and  systems  analysts.  Blind 
people  employed  in  this  occupation  have 
formed  their  own  professional  body — the 


British  Computer  Association  of  the  Blind. 
Others  have  pursued  courses  at  Universities  in 
computer  science,  a far  cry  from  the  days  of  the 
traditional  craft  trades  for  the  blind. 

The  search  for  new  forms  of  work  has  been 
intensified,  and  with  the  continued  progress  ol 
supportive  technological  aids,  the  field  ol 
opportunity  is  constantly  expanding. 

The  acquisition  by  RNIB  of  ten  Closed  Circuit 
Television  Units  will  provide  an  invaluable 
facility  for  those  blind  people  with  some  small, 
but  useful,  residual  vision  to  extend  their 
vocational  prospects.  These  units,  which  are 
classified  as  Aids  to  Employment  under  the 
Government  Scheme,  enable  the  user  to  benefit 
from  a magnification  of  up  to  seventy-five  times. 
In  many  cases,  this  will  make  the  services  of  a 
reader  unnecessary  for  the  blind  employee 
working  with  documents. 

This  recent  development  supplements  such 
aids  as  the  Optacon  and  the  Audible  Speech 
Calculator  in  expanding  the  field  of  job  opport- 
unities for  the  visually  handicapped,  and  un- 
doubtedly other  devices  will  follow  in  their  wake 
as  research  continues. 

The  Institute  does  not  however  rest  on  its  past 
accomplishments  in  the  quest  for  new  job  oppor- 
tunities for  visually  handicapped  people  either  in 
existing  or  new  areas  of  employment. 

In  the  current  year  our  Employment  Services 
Team  helped  173  blind  men  and  women  to 
obtain  posts  compatible  with  their  experience 
qualifications  and  abilities,  in  the  commercial  and 
professional  fields.  This  figure  included  three 
young  people  who  have  been  found  employment 
in  the  Probation  Service,  a completely  new  field 
of  occupation. 

Of  equal  importance  is  the  possible  rein- 
statement of  the  newly  blind,  and  in  this  respect, 
through  our  Rehabilitation,  Vocational  and 
Counselling  Services  a community  physician 
who  lost  his  sight  in  a road  accident  was  able  to 
return  to  his  previous  post  after  a period  of 
rehabilitation  at  our  Torquay  Centre,  and  a 
Technical  Systems  Co-ordinator  at  a large 
industrial  concern  in  Wales,  and  a Chemical 
Engineer  in  Scotland  were  also  able  to  resume 
their  former  posts.

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Seeking  New  Outlets 

During  this  year  we  were  able  to  start  a 
survey  of  the  work  being  performed  by  seriously 
visually  handicapped  men  and  women  in  the 
Civil  Service  and  a similar  study  in  the  National 
Health  Service  was  initiated. 

These  surveys  are  designed  to  locate  new 
employment  opportunities  and  to  improve  the 
prospect  of  promotion  for  blind  men  and  women 
in  post. 

The  current  trend  in  unemployment  as  it 
affects  the  blind  is  less  than  satisfactory  and 
gives  rise  to  serious  concern.  In  a determined 
effort  to  seek  a solution  to  the  problem 
RNIB  this  year  set  up  a Working  Party;  “to 
investigate  the  present  position  regarding  the 
employment  of  registered  blind  people  and 
those  whose  vision  is  so  restricted  that  they 


must  work  by  ‘blind  methods’  (excluding  shel- 
tered workshops)  with  a view  to  the  expansion 
and  development  of  employment  opportunities, 
and  to  make  recommendations”. 

In  addition  to  officers  of  the  Institute,  the 
Working  Party  is  composed  of  representatives 
of  the  Employment  Service  Agency,  the  Training 
Services  Agency  and  St.  Dunstan’s,  as  well  as 
members  of  the  Institute’s  own  Rehabilitation, 
Training  and  Employment  Sub-Committee,  some 
of  whom  represent  organisations  of  blind  people, 
e.g.  the  National  League  of  the  Blind  and  Dis- 
abled and  the  National  Federation  of  the  Blind. 

It  must  be  stressed  that  in  all  areas  of  employ- 
ment which  blind  people  undertake — and  there 
are  upwards  of  fifty  categories  of  professional, 
technical,  administrative,  commercial  and  eng- 
ineering jobs  in  which  blind  people  currently 
function — they  have  trained,  studied  and  quali- 
fied to  a level  equivalent  to  that  of  their  sighted 
peers.  They  do  not  wish  to  be  given  jobs  from  a 
sense  of  charity,  but  because  they  know  they  can 
be  efficient  workers,  given  the  opportunity  to  do 
so  and  the  ratio  of  success  for  blind  people  in 
employment  depends  in  large  measure  on  the 
supportive  services  that  are  available. 

Education  and  Training 

For  more  than  a hundred  years,  there  have 
been  schools  for  blind  boys  in  this  country, 
and  subsequently  similar  schools  for  girls  and 
co-educational  establishments.  RNIB  takes  pride 
in  its  contribution  to  this  all-important  founda- 
tion for  the  future  of  blind  children  and  young 
people. 

In  all,  it  operates  fourteen  establishments 
which  cater  for  an  age  range  of  children  from 
three  and  a half  to  eighteen,  in  general  education, 
and  for  senior  students  at  its  specialised  schools 
and  colleges  for  physiotherapy  and  commercial 
studies  and  for  those  who  will  be  vocationally 
assessed  for  training  or  job  placement. 

The  dual  handicaps  of  deafness  and  visual  impair- 
ment pose  special  problems  for  child  and  teacher 
alike.  To  help  with  understanding  speech , the 
teacher  places  the  deaf-blind  child's  fingers  on  his 
lips  to  convey  their  shape  for  a particular  sound. 
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The  academic  achievements  of  very  many 
blind  people  are  directly  linked  to  the  prepara- 
tion they  have  gained  through  the  Institute’s 
educational  and  related  programmes. 

Solicitors,  teachers,  lecturers,  clerics,  compu- 
ter programmers,  physiotherapists,  telephonists, 
shorthand  and  audio  typists  are  just  a selection 
of  the  wide  range  of  appointments  for  which 
the  blind  have  qualified. 

Following  them,  and  aspiring  to  equally 
successful  careers,  or  other  outlets  compatible 
with  their  abilities,  are  many  blind  youngsters, 
in  the  country’s  special  schools  and  educational 
services,  including  424  children  and  young 
people  in  the  Institute’s  own  Sunshine  Homes, 
Grammar  Schools  and  those  establishments  for 
blind  boys  and  girls  who  have  handicaps  addi- 
tional to  that  of  blindness. 

Even  before  school  age  the  problems  which 
blind  children  and  their  parents  face  are  the 
primary  function  of  RNIB  Education  Advisory 
Service.  Staffed  by  Senior  Regional  Advisers, 
all  of  whom  are  qualified  teachers  of  the  blind, 
the  service  is  available  to  the  parents  of  the  blind 
children  who  will  be  visited  by  one  of  the  Advisers 
to  discuss  the  future  prospects  and  facilities 
available  for  their  children. 

Nearly  two  hundred  blind  students  are  at 
Universities  up  and  down  the  country,  whilst  88 
are  taking  the  Open  University  Courses.  To  all 
of  them  RNIB  has  again  this  year  provided 
substantial  grants  for  reader  services  and  the 
acquisition  of  necessary  special  equipment. 

But  of  course,  all  blind  people,  like  all  sighted 
people,  are  not  destined  to  be  academics  or 
necessarily  gifted  to  reap  the  benefit  of  higher 
education.  For  over  eight  thousand  of  them, 
the  fact  that  they  are  holding  down  jobs  in 
engineering  and  other  industrial  occupations 
brings  justifiable  personal  satisfaction  and  the 
restoration  of  independence. 

So  let  us  look  in  more  detail  at  the  support 
services  which  RNIB  provides,  to  help  blind 
people  to  compete  in  our  changing  society. 


Support  from  Braille 

Braille  and  its  vocational  application  to 
education,  and  subsequently  employment,  is  by 
far  the  longest  standing  of  such  services,  and 
has  been  so  for  more  than  a hundred  and  fifty 
years. 

Like  so  many  other  areas  of  modern  produc- 
tion, braille  depends  for  much  of  its  output  on  a 
computer,  and  during  this  year,  the  production 
figure  of  RNIB’s  computerised  braille  has 
increased  by  40%. 

Plans,  now  finalised,  to  establish  a modern 
braille  printing  centre  and  introduce  new 
computer  systems,  are  expected  to  double 
production  within  two  years. 

To  keep  pace  with  rapid  changes  in  all  walks 
of  life  it  is  necessary  increasingly  to  have  access 
to  printed  matter  of  all  kinds.  For  some  twenty 
per  cent  of  blind  people  who  are  braille  readers, 
it  is  therefore  essential  that  we  should  meet  this 
insatiable  demand  for  information  in  the  form 
that  braillists  can  absorb.  A major  contribution 
to  this  end  will  be  the  introduction  of  a fast 
braille  documentation  service  by  RNIB  for  the 
rapid  computerised  production  of  braille  docu- 
mentation to  satisfy  individual  vocational  and 
other  needs. 

During  the  current  year,  our  braille  presses 
have  printed  over  half  a million  periodicals  and 
magazines.  Books  and  pamphlets  reached  a 
figure  of  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  and 
included  267  new  titles  of  a general  nature  and 
8 1 for  musicians. 

The  range  of  titles  covers  many  of  the  subjects 
essential  to  those  in  professional  occupations, 
not  least,  in  the  production  of  computer 
programming  manuals,  and  an  updated  edition 
of  a standard  reference  work  for  blind 
solicitors — Kelly’s  Draftsman. 

Leisure  and  sport  are  fully  represented  by 
over  5,000  copies  of  the  Braille  Radio  Times 
each  week,  football  and  cricket  fixtures,  books 
on  sailing  and  horsemanship,  knitting  patterns 
and  further  collections  of  crossword  puzzles. 
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Add  to  these  such  subjects  as  Shakespeare, 
Philosophy,  Sociology,  Classics  and  the  publi- 
cation of  hymn  books,  catalogues,  BBC  language 
courses,  “information”  pamphlets  (such  as 
Family  Benefits  and  Pensions,  the  Red  Cross 
First  Aid  Manual),  and  it  will  be  appreciated 
that  even  this  range  of  material,  is  just  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg  in  relation  to  that  available  to  the 
sighted  reader.  This  is  the  challenge  to  be  faced, 
as  we  strive  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand. 

In  approaching  this  task,  we  are  again 
indebted  to  the  Scottish  Braille  Press  who, 
through  our  sub-contract  arrangement  with 
them,  showed  an  increase  of  27%  in  their 
production  of  books,  to  help  us  achieve  an 
overall  increase  of  21  % in  book  titles. 

Looking  ahead,  work  began  during  the  year 
on  the  design  of  an  entirely  original,  automatic 
braille  production  machine  for  periodicals, 
which  will  perform  every  function  in  the  process 
from  printing,  to  wrapping  the  finished  product. 

Looking  back,  it  must  be  recalled  that  RNIB 
developed  from  the  vision  of  a blind  man, 
Dr.  Armitage.  His  aim  was  to  provide  embossed 
reading  for  the  better  education  of  the  blind. 
Through  his  foresight,  and  the  subsequent 
expansion  of  his  vision,  today’s  blind  student 
has  access  to  more  than  50,000  volumes  of  braille 
books  in  the  Institute’s  Students’  Library, 
of  which  no  fewer  than  20,000  were  issued  on 
loan  during  the  year. 

The  scope  of  the  Library  is  vast.  It  not  only 
provides  books  for  students,  as  its  title  implies, 
but  it  supplies  support  material  for  readers  in 
employment,  particularly  those  in  professional 
fields. 

Through  its  staff,  and  voluntary  braillists, 
essential  individual  items  are  transcribed,  exam- 
ination papers,  computer  documentation  and  the 
simple,  but  very  necessary,  list  of  basic  telephone 
numbers  for  the  blind  telephonist  starting  in  a 
new  job. 

The  Library  service  is  extended  to  blind 
students  throughout  the  world  and  to  help 
them,  as  well  as  those  in  the  U.K.,  the  first 


part  of  the  Foreign  Languages  Catalogue  has 
been  produced  this  year. 

Such  a service  to  blind  readers  depends  upon 
the  co-operation  of  skilled  staff  and  voluntary 
transcribers.  This  report  provides  an  opportunity 
to  express  the  Institute’s  deep  gratitude  to  all 
those  transcribers  who  give  freely  of  their  time 
and  energy  for  this  very  demanding  work.  It  is 
good  to  know  that  many  of  them,  especially 
retired  people  find  a deep  sense  of  satisfaction 
in  rendering  this  service  to  blind  people.  New 
recruits  with  qualifications  either  in  languages 
or  science  who  are  prepared  to  commit  them- 
selves to  regular  work  are  always  welcome. 


The  Blind  Musician 

Among  the  varied  professions  in  which  so 
many  blind  people  have  succeeded,  that  of  the 
professional  musician  is  worthy  of  special 
mention,  for  in  his  chosen  field,  the  music 
teacher,  pianist,  organist  and  other  instrumen- 
talist, has  the  added  problem  of  committing 
complete  works  to  memory. 

Yet  despite  this  problem,  the  importance  of 
music  in  the  lives  of  blind  people  is  highlighted 
by  their  exclusion  from  most  of  the  visual  arts. 

Not  only  does  the  braille  music  we  produce 
literally  provide  the  means  of  survival  and 
success  for  numerous  professional  musicians,  but 
it  enables  blind  musicians  whose  main  work 
lies  elsewhere,  to  augment  their  income  and  gain 
satisfaction  from  performing  and  teaching 
part-time. 

Choral  requirements  have  led  to  the  beginning 
of  an  experiment  of  great  potential.  This  is  the 
reading  of  certain  music  on  to  cassettes  by  our 
experienced  transcribers  for  loan  to  those  in 
need,  who  can  then  make  their  own  braille 
copies. 

An  extensive  repertoire  for  the  classical 
guitar  has  been  completed,  whilst  those  who 
require  basic  chords  and  tunes  are  well  served 
by  our  ‘pop’  publications  and  the  addition  of 
an  album  of  Jerome  Kern  evergreens. 
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Support  from  Tape  Recordings 

Following  the  pattern  of  changing  times,  over 
the  last  ten  years  or  so,  more  and  more  students 
are  using  tape  recorders  for  note  taking,  and 
similarlyforreadingbooksrelevanttotheirstudies. 

The  Institute  set  up  its  Student  Tape  Library 
as  recently  as  1964,  initially  as  a supplementary 
service  to  books  already  available  in  braille. 

Today,  there  are  now  4,000  titles  (551  of  which 
have  been  added  this  year)  all  recorded  by 
volunteers  in  their  own  homes.  These  readers, 
who  are  normally  experts  in  the  subjects  they 
read,  generously  spend  considerable  lime  and 
effort  transferring  text  on  to  tape,  and  without 
doubt,  the  success  of  the  Library  is  due  to  their

stalwart  work,  for  which  the  Institute  records 
its  grateful  thanks. 

The  story  of  Talking  Books  has  a strange 
parallel  with  braille,  even  though  some  hundred 
years  or  so  separate  these  two  services  for  the 
blind.  Initially  developed  as  a long  playing 
record,  the  talking  book  was  designed  to  provide 
blind  people  with  reading  material — mainly  for 
leisure.  But  as  occurred  with  braille,  the  service 
was  extended  to  provide  students  with  reference 
works  and  textbooks. 

In  recent  years  the  British  Talking  Book 
Service  for  the  Blind  has  produced  on  tape, 
publications  for  blind  teachers,  and  for  social 
workers  and  computer  programmers,  fort- 
nightly issues  of  Social  Work  Today  and 
Datatape. 

However,  in  its  catalogue  of  almost  3,000 
titles,  the  emphasis  is  on  the  more  popular 
range  of  authors,  though  readers  of  more 
classical  works  are  by  no  means  restricted  in 
their  choice. 

Withalmost  50, 000 members  each  reading  about 
one  book  a week,  the  movement  of  the  special 
lightweight  cassettes,  which  long  ago  replaced 
the  long  playing  record,  between  readers  and  the 
service’s  two  libraries,  adds  up  to  the  colossal 
figure  of  2i  million — all  of  which  travel  free 
under  the  “Articles  for  the  Blind”  label,  a valued 
privilege  for  the  visually  handicapped  accorded  by 
the  Post  Office,  as  well  as  for  all  braille  material 
and  many  items  of  apparatus,  aids  and  games. 

Meeting  Special  Needs 

It  is  a paradox  of  our  times  that  the  advances 
in  science  and  medicine  leave  other  problems  in 
their  wake.  Of  the  120,000  blind  people  in  the 
U.K..  more  than  70  per  cent  are  above  working 
age  and  of  the  children,  more  of  them  than  ever 
before  have  handicaps  additional  to  their 
blindness. 

On  that  basis,  the  Institute  is  deeply  aware  of 
the  imbalance  created  by  advances  in  medical 
knowledge,  yet  the  elderly  and  the  very  young 
are  by  no  means  overlooked. 

Despite  financial  stringency,  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  ensure  that  a complete  pro- 
gramme will  be  implemented  to  cater  for  all 
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those  who  could,  and  should,  benefit  from  the 
Institute’s  services. 

The  provision  of  Residential  Homes,  Holiday 
Hotels,  household  aids,  games  and  reading 
material  in  Moon  type  (specially  designed  for 
elderly  blind  people  and  now  provided  free)  are 
just  some  of  the  services  which  the  Institute  has 
continued  to  provide  this  year,  many  on  an 
expanded  scale. 

The  poignant  problems  created  by  the  dual 
handicaps  of  blindness  and  deafness  are 
applicable  to  the  young  and  the  elderly.  The 
Institute’s  services  include  two  special  estab- 
lishments for  children  with  serious  defects  of 
sight  and  hearing  at  Pathways  and  Overley  Hall 
in  Salop,  and  two  of  its  Residential  Homes  at 
Harrogate  and  Burnham-on-Sea  are  allocated 
for  elderly  deaf-blind  people. 

The  recent  appointment  by  RNIB  of  a Welfare 
Officer  for  Deaf-Blind  Services  will  ensure  that 
all  available  help  is  provided  for  this  section  of 
our  community,  isolated  as  they  unfortunately 
must  be  by  the  very  nature  of  their  physical 
problems. 

The  Importance  of  Mobility 

For  most  blind  people,  the  difficulty  of 
travelling  safely  from  place  to  place  must  rate 
highly  in  their  list  of  frustrations. 

Too  often  in  the  past,  a blind  person  has 
acquired  the  daily  living  skills  necessary  for 
running  the  home,  communication  by  braille 
or  Moon  and  leisure  reading  by  Talking  Book 
Services.  But  even  these  achievements  cannot 
compensate  for  the  pleasure  of  being  independent 
to  dothe  shopping,  to  visit  friendsor  just  towalk

Preparation  for  all  sports  requires  some  form  of 
training.  A blind  silver  medallist  from  the  Toronto 
Olympiad  for  the  Physically  Disabled — a former 
R.N.I.B.  physiotherapy  student — puts  in  a session 
of  weight  lifting. 
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for  exercise.  For  the  blind  working  man,  or 
woman,  such  mobility  skill  becomes  a necessity. 

Equally  important  to  the  location  and  right 
type  of  employment  for  the  blind  person  is  his 
or  her  ability  to  travel  safely  and  independently 
to  and  from  the  place  of  work. 

Since  1966,  at  the  National  Mobility  Centre  in 
Birmingham,  courses  of  instruction  have  been 
provided  for  sighted  people,  sponsored  by  Local 
Authorities  and  overseas  bodies,  who  after 
successfully  completing  their  training,  will  teach 
appropriate  orientation  and  mobility  techniques 
to  blind  people  in  their  own  environments. 

The  Centre,  which  RN1B  administers  on 
behalf  of  the  Institute,  St.  Dunstan’s  and  the 
Birmingham  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
has  already  trained  some  200  Mobility  Officers 
to  carry  out  this  vital  work,  which  again  this 
year  has  been  supported  by  a generous  donation 
from  the  John  Ellerman  Memorial  Fund. 

The  need  for  many  more  instructors  is  still 
acute  and  Local  Authorities  are  urged  to  sponsor 
suitably  qualified  candidates  who  can  ultimately 
bring  such  added  pleasure  and  independence  to 
blind  people  urgently  in  need  of  mobility 
training. 

Sport  and  Recreation 

For  all  blind  people,  as  with  the  sighted,  the 
cultivation  of  a healthy  body  is  equally  im- 
portant to  the  function  of  a healthy  mind. 

Naturally,  old  age  brings  its  own  limitations, 
but  even  gentle  walks  for  the  elderly,  old  tyme

The  Royal  Yachting 
Association's  Seamanship  Foundation  has  given 
invaluable  help  and  instruction  to  blind  people  in 
the  skills  of  this  sport.  Our  picture  shows  a 
totally  blind  man  expertly  handling  the  jib 
halyard  of  the  “ Black  Velvet ” under  the  watchful 
eye  of  the  skipper.

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dancing,  perhaps,  for  the  “not  so  old  , sports 
for  the  active  and  competitive  athletics  at  a 
national  and  international  level,  for  the  ‘super 
activists,  are  now  very  much  a part  ot  blind 
people’s  lives. 

So  much  so  that  during  the  last  two  or  three 
years  the  British  Association  for  Sporting  and 
Recreational  Activities  ol  the  Blind  has  been 
formed,  and  the  Institute  has  appointed  its  own 
Sports  and  Recreation  Officer  to  co-ordinate 
these  varied  activities  on  a nationwide  basis. 

Teams  of  blind  athletes  performed  with 
distinction  at  the  Olympic  Games  for  the 
Disabled  in  Toronto.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  a 
team  to  visit  Poland  for  the  European  Games 
for  the  Blind,  Worcester  College  has  several 
rowing  “fours”,  the  girls  at  Chorleywood 
College  have  recently  been  given  two  sailing 
dinghies,  blind  skiers  havecompeted  in  Norway — 
what  a staggering  contrast  to  twenty-five  years 
ago,  when  the  blind  were  virtually  emerging 
from  the  chrysalis  of  over-protection. 

If  the  last  quarter  of  a century  has  seen  such 
startling  progress,  albeit  with  help  directly 
related  to  technological  research  and  develop- 
ment, what  can  be  visualised  for  the  years 
leading  up  to  2000  a.d.  ? 

In  practical  terms,  this  year  has  witnessed 
the  adoption  of  far-reaching  decisions  by 
RNIB's  Executive  Council,  which  will  lay  the 
foundations  on  which  will  be  fashioned  a new 
structure  of  services  providing  expanding  oppor- 
tunities for  blind  people. 

Investing  in  the  future 

For  the  1977-78  financial  year,  a total  ex- 
penditure of  more  than  £llmillion — the  highest 
amount  in  the  Institute’s  history — has  been 
budgeted  to  provide  for  four  major  capital 
projects  and  for  the  expansion  of  RNIB’s 
activities  for  the  education,  rehabilitation, 
training  and  employment  of  blind  people  in  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

During  the  year  some  £3million  will  be  spent 
on  the  following  four  projects: 

A new  braille  printing  centre  which  we  hope 
will  be  the  most  modern  in  the  world,  incor- 


porating the  latest  techniques  for  the  computer- 
ised production  of  braille  books  will  come  into 
operation  in  mid-1978,  permitting  the  publica- 
tion of  a greatly  increased  range  of  braille  books 
for  educational,  vocational,  and  recreational 
purposes. 

A new  school  and  hostel  for  the  training  ol 
blind  people  as  physiotherapists  will  be  com- 
pleted at  the  Whittington  Hospital,  Highgate, 
by  the  end  of  1977  and  will  feature  study 
bedrooms,  a lecture  theatre,  classrooms,  gym- 
nasium, common  room  and  other  facilities. 
Here,  too,  the  most  advanced  equipment  for 
all  forms  of  therapy  will  enable  blind  graduates 
to  keep  abreast  of  modern  developments  in 
the  field. 

A new  hostel  for  blind  men  and  women 
working  in  the  London  area  will  be  ready  for 
occupation  early  in  1978. 

The  changeover  from  manual  to  computerised 
operation  of  the  Talking  Book  Library  (including 
the  selection  of  cassettes)  has  now  reached  the 
advanced  planning  stage. 

The  next  twenty-five  years  will  take  us  into  a 
new  millenium  which  should  herald  even  greater 
advances  than  we  have  seen  in  the  past. 

Undoubtedly  we  will  see  a wide  application  of 
research  into  the  area  of  new  aids,  the  develop- 
ment of  synthetic  speech  and  other  multi- 
disciplinary research  may  possibly  introduce 
forms  of  sight  synthesis. 

But  nothing  will  replace  the  value  of  natural 
vision,  and  in  keeping  with  its  Charter,  the 
Institute  will  continue  to  sponsor  increasing 
research  into  the  elimination  of  eye  diseases  and 
the  prevention  of  blindness,  and  will  rededicate 
itself  to  the  pursuit  of  employment  opportunities 
for  the  blind,  the  encouragement  of  research 
into  aids  and  apparatus  and  to  face  the  challenge 
presented  by  our  new  life  style. 

In  conclusion,  warm  appreciation  must  be 
paid  to  all  members  of  staff,  both  at  Head- 
quarters and  at  the  many  establishments  through- 
out the  country  administered  by  RNIB,  not  a 
few  of  whom,  like  their  leader,  the  Director- 
General.  are  themselves  blind.  The  chronicle  of 
this  Report  is  witness  to  their  dedication  to  the 
cause  that  they  so  diligently  serve. 
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The  tenth  Viscount  Cobham  was  President  of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  nine  years  from  1964,  when  his  resignation  owing  to  ill-health  was  accepted  with  regret. 


His  concern  for  the  welfare  of  blind  people  was  further  evidenced  in  that  he  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Worcester  College  for  Blind  Boys  from  1949  to 
1971,  before  becoming  President  of  the  College,  an  office  he  held  until  his  death. 


The  Institute  records  its  deep  regret  and  condolences  to  the  family  of  Viscount  Cobham. 
K.G.,  P.C.,  G.C.M.G.,  G.C.V.O.,  T.D.,  whose  death  occurred  in  March  1977.  at  the 
age  of  67.
